The Cypress Founders Off Deer Park, 


Mich., and all But One of Her

The steel steamer Cypress, owned by 
the Lackawanna Transportation com- 
pany and on her second trip down 
the lakes with a cargo of ore, was 
wrecked last night in Lake Superior, 
off Deer Park, thirty miles from Grand 
Marais and all of the crew of twenty- 
two, except the second mate, were 
lost. 


He was washed ashore near Deer 


Park lashed to a life raft and barely 
alive. 
He is in a. critical condition 


and thus far has been able to tell only 
that the steamer was the Cypress and 
that he is the sole survivor. 


He is being given medical attention 


in the hope that his life, can he saved.

The Cypress was a new boat 440 


feet with a capacity of 7,400 tons.

Negroes 
Hanged 
and 
Third 


Riddled With Buckshot, 


Tunica. Miss., Oct. i^.—Three no- 


,-,-rocs were taken from the jail here 
Thursday night and lynched by un- 
known parties. The bodies of two of 
them were found dangling from a tele- 
graph pole in front of tho depot yes- 
terday morning and tho third is lying 
somewhere in the woods dead, his 
body fuil of buckshot, pouring into 
him while he was trying to escape. 


No one seems to know how the mob 


got into the jail a.nd their movements 
did not arouse a soul in the town, al- 
thought the lynching took place In 
the heart of the community. 


These three negroes were arrested 


on Wednesday for a burglary at. Rob- 
insonville, a small- town below here, 
and when brought to Tunica they con- 
fessed to being members of an organ- 
ized band of Memphis negroes that 
have been looting in every town In 
this section of Mississippi for several 
months. 
This is the largest lynching that 


has occurred in Mississippi in some 
years, and it has caused less excite- 
ment than any of its recent predeces- 
sors.

Two Princes and Other High 


Officials Dismissed for 


Using Drug. 


Shanghai, Oct. 12.—By 
en 
im- 


perial decree Prince Chuan, Prince 
Jui, and others In high office are sus- 
pended for their failure to give up 
the use of opium .vithm the six months 
allowed by the decree ordering the 
discontinuance of the use of the drug 
in China. The period has been ex- 
tended three months and oi^.er officers 
are warned that at the end of that 
time the decree will b<. strictly en- 
forced. 


The imperial ban on opium was Is- 


sued on September 21 of last year and 
on November 21. regulations were pub- 
lished for its enforcement. 
In these 


regulations it was laid down that offi- 
cers of the government must Bet an 
example. 
Officers c-er GO years old, 


whose cravings are great, -frere to be 
treated leinently, but all under that 
age, princes, dukes, viceroys and Tar- 
tar generals, were instructed to in- 
form the throne that they are -willing 
to cease the use of the drug within a 
certain time. 


During that time substitutes were

have abandoned the drug and con- 
tinued to use it in secret, the decree 
said, would lose both rank and office.

THE STORY.

Isaiah Is very hold. He promises 


that the hand we throw up In our 
weakness and helplessness shall be 
caught by the hand of omnipotence. In 
our loneliness we shall feel God near. 
The silence which can be felt shall he 
broken by his tender whisper, "Fear 
not; I will help thee." It Is very dar- 
ing, for our prophet has but now ex- 
hausted the splendors and sublimities 
of inspired rhetoric in his endeavor 
to describe the njajesty of God. His 
sentences are a living glory. They 
rise unbidden to our lips when our 
hearts would fain employ the noblest 
strains of praise. God Is he that slt- 
teth upon the circle of the earth: that 
stretcheth out the heavens 'as a cur- 
tain, and spreadeth them out as a 
tent to dwell in. He calleth all the 
stars by name; by the greatness of 
his might, and for that he is strong 
in power, not one is lacking. He is 
the everlasting God. the Lord, the 
Creator of the ends of the earth. He 
fainteth not, neither is he weary; 
there is no searching of his under- 
standing. To him the nations are as a 
drop of a bucket; they are counted as 
the small dust of the balance; 
he 


taketh up the isles as a very little 
thing! 
And this God is our own. 


And he it is, in the amplitude of his 
power, in the infinity of his majesty, 
who w"i ir.n}fi. our right hand and say, 
"Fear not: I will help thee." 


Divine Help Needed. - 


Are you strong 
enough 
and big 


enough and brave enough to dispense 
with religion and its help? Can you 
do without God? Are you so certain- 
ly the master of your fate, the cap- 
tain of your soul, and are you so con- 
fident that you always will be, that 
you can afford to despise or ignore 
the eternal promises of God? 


What is your life? It begins, says 


the pessimist, in a cry or pain, and it 
ends with a sigh of relief. Youth, 
says the brilliant statesman, novelist, 
cynic, is a blunder, manhood a strug- 
gle, old age a regret. I repudiate 
these descriptions of human experi- 
ence. 
I thank God for the pleasure 


that our happy lifetime gives. L. bless 
the Giver of all good for the mirth 
and laughter of our days. But, doing 
so, I know too well "what thorns He 
In every path; what sighs, what sor- 
rows, and what tears lie between a 
mother's arms and death's embrace:" 
•what multitudinous conflicts and buf- 
fetings of fortune w^t for every one 
of us before we come to the last fight 
.of all, the last and the best, to make 
light ot man's need of a God. And 
•when I ask you: Can you face it all 
•without religion? The answer which 
I offer Is 
How foolish of you to try! 


Here is c -mfort in every sorrow, com- 
panioushli in all loneliness, power for 
the rovitalizatlon of every 
drooping 


energy, courage. Inspiration and im- 
mortal hone. Being what you nre— 
men, and not heroic monsters of iiaw- 
I«RS perfection—it Is madness 
and 


folly to spurn the outstretched hind 
of God. 


The Universal Problem. 


Consider this matter well, and you 


•will find -yourselves in sight of n so- 
lution of the outstanding problem oi 
human history. 
How does it come 


about that some men accomplish so 
much, while we. made of tho same 
flesh and blood and human spirit, not 
so greatly inferior to them in mere, 
capacity and knowledge, live on at 
this poor dying rate, and pass away— 
uparrows, indeed, that have flown out. 
of the darkness behind into the light 
of the camp-fire for a moment, and 
then out to the darkness beyond? Men 
like ourselves, women such as you, 
have 
subdued 
kingdoms, wrought 


righteousness, stopped the mouths of 
lions, quenched the power 
ot 
the 


eword, from weakness 
were 
made 


strong, waxed mighty in war with the 
rested interests of evil, turned 
to 


flight armies of 'threatening foes. Of 
them the world, as they found it, was 
not worthy; but they left it worthier 
for their Hying. Tell us, ye students 
of history and of men, wherein their 
mighty strength lay! And amongst 
ourselves, too, do you think It is sheer 
weight'of brain, or vigor of blood, or 
breadth of education that conditions 
our achievements or dooms us to 
sterility-strength which may be sim- 
ple brutality, brain-power which may 
be nothing but selfish cunning, and 
culture to turn our literature into li- 
cense 
aad 
our 
arithmetic 
into 


roguery? Science does not build men. 
One man, of large learning may sci- 
entifically cure a fever or invent a 
safety lamp, while another scientifi- 
cally blows up a city or poisons a na- 
tion. All depends on what you do 
-with your science when you havo it! 
The secret of life lies deeper than 
this. Like the secret of the Lord, it 
is with them that tear htm. And the 
mightiest strength of man is reserved 
for him who walks hand in hand with 
God.In the dawn of history 
Abraham 


abandoned the star worship and na- 
ture adoration of his fathers in an- 
cient Chaldea, satisfied that the Judge 
of all the earth would assuredly do 
him right, and that the God of the 
heavens was his exceeding great re- 
ward. Moses, the man of God, organ- 
ized, the most far-reaching and tremen- 
dous revolt of a. slave-race against 
bondage and despotism which univer- 
sal history records, and changed the 
face of the world. 
Samuel laid the 


foundations of a kingdom not 
by 


might nor by power, but in the convic- 
tion that to obey was better than sac- 
rifice, and to hearken to God's word 
better than the smoke and incense of 
ritual things. In this spirit Peter and 
John considered that they had not to 
hearken unto men, but unto God, and 
flung open the gates of the kingdom of 
heaven to the lowly and the poor. In 
this spirit, too, Paul turned in disdain 
from the beggarly elements, dead let- 
ters, and old things 
of a religion 


grown mechanical, to 
the 
glorious 


gospel of the blissful God; to a salva- 
tion wide as all human life, deep as 
all human need, assuring for the race 
in the far-off consummation ot God's 
eternal purposes a future of unimag- 
inable splendor which should outshine 
the golden glory of Its dawn. 


The men of the next generation, 


called to be a kingdom and priests 
unto God, as far as tho east, is from 
the west, carried the news of a Sav- 
iour's death, of life and immortality 
broucht to light in his Gospel, aud 


* 
planted the banner of tho Cross on 
the topmost pinnacles of the pagan 
world. 
Poor men, unlettered men, 


without human resources, earthly in- 
fluence, wit and wisdom or wealth, did 
these things, God choosing the weak 
things of this world to confound the 
strong and bring his mighty kingdom 
in. 
Francis of Assist left home, com- 


fort, wealth and friends, vowing him- 
self under that star-lit Umbrlan night 
to woo his "sweet bride Poverty," and 
be true to her till death. 
Francis 


Xavler sought to fill up what remained 
of the sufferings of Christ, living and 
dying for them that sat in darkness 
and the shadow of death. 


And how should I tell of Cromwell, 


with his pathetic plea. "Oh. how 
good it is to close with the Lord be- 
times!" Milton, of gift and faculty di- 
vine, learning in his blindness that 
the race is not to the swift nor the 
battle to the strong, that they also 
serve who only stand and wait: Bun- 
yan In his filthy den in Bedford jail. 
seeing visions and dreaming dreams 
which have cheered and saved and in- 
spired millions of earth's children; or 
of 
Wesley. 
Whitefield. 
Howard. 


Raikes, Clarkson, Wiiberforce. Garri- 
son, Elizabeth Fry. Florence Nightin- 
gale. Josephine. Butler, 
Catherine 


Booth, or George Muller. or Barnardo, 
or Moody, or General Booth, or of one 
in a million of those numberless un- 
known heroes as great as the greatest 
heroes known, who have acquitted 
themselves as men and women sent 
of God, and not so much possessing 
him as possessed and filled by him? 
Ask the secret of their strength; it 
is In God. 
And these all are what 


they are, and they have done what 
they did, because they knew that 
whatever happened the 
Lord their 


God would hold their right hand; and 
each one heard him say, "Fear not; 
I will help thee!" 


Pagan Testimony. 


I have quoted to you names that the 


Christian world holds dear. 
But 


listen now to Socrates, as he stands 
in'the presence of death: "My friend, 
if you think that a man of any worth 
at all ought to reckon the chances of 
life and death when he acts, or that 
he ought to think of anything but 
whether he is acttag rightly or 
wrongly, and as a good man or a bad 
man would act, you are grievously 
mistaken.

whether he has chosen it of his own 
will or whether he has been placed at 
it by his commander, there it is his 
duty to remain and face the danger, 
without-thinking of death or any other 
thing except dishonor.

You have heard a pagan saint in 


the hour of world-shaking tragedy. 
May I now quote to you. though it be 
in the nature of an anti-climax, a 
good woman of our own time who 
speaks her soul concerning the little 
worries and distractions of every day; 
for 
small troubles, as everybody 


knows, often constitute a greater trial 
of faith and patience than big ones. 
It Is Frances Ridley Havergal who 
speaks: 


Cheerful Acquiescence. 


"If we are always and equally ready 


to do whatsoever the King appoints, 
all the trials and vexations arising 
from any change in his appointments, 
great or small, simply do not exist. 
If he appoints me to work there, shall 
I lament that I am not to work here? 
If he appoints me to wait indoors to- 
day, am I to be annoyed because I am 
not to work out-of-doors? Tf I meant 
to write his messages this morning, 
shall I grumble because he sends In- 
terrupting visitors, rich or poor, to 
whom I am to speak them, or show 
kindness for his sake, or at least obey 
his command "Be courteous'? If all my 
members are really at his disposal, 
why should I be put out if today's ap- 
pointment Is some simple work for my 
hands or errands for my feet, instead 
of some seemingly more important do- 
ing of head or tongue?" 


In the same tone speaks another 


good woman to good women, Harriet 
Beecher Stowe: 
"Talk of haircloth 
shirts, and scourgings and sleeping on 
ashes, aa means of salntship! 
There 


is no end of them in our country. Let 
a woman once look at her domestic 
trials as her haircloth, her ashes, her 
scourges—accept 
them—rejoice 
In 


them—smile and be quiet, silent, pa- 
tient, loving under them—and the con- 
vent can teach her no more- she Is a 
victorious saint!" 


While the words of John Ruskin ara 


good for UK all: 
"God Is a kind Fath- 


er. He sets us all in the places where 
he wishes us to be employed; and 
that employment is truly our Father's 
business. 
He 
chooses work for all 


creatures which will be delightful to 
them, if they do It simply and hum- 
bly. 
He gives 
us always strength 


enough and sense enough for what he 
wants us to do. If we either tire our- 
selves or puzzle ourselves, it is our 
own fault. 
And we may always he 


sure, whatever we are doing, that we 
•cannot ho pleasing him, tf we are not 
happy ourselves." 


And. as I bring together these ex- 


hortations of the obviously great with 
the apparently trivial, you can under- 
stand how men and women who have 
worked up into a habit of their soul 
the practice of relating all things to 
God's purpose ^nd referring all things 
to his will, seem to pass from the 
sphere of human weakness into that 
of the omnipotence of God, And T. at 
least, can understand the heroic blend 
of self-assertion with self-abnegation 
which Maeaulay, the hlstoran, found 
in the Puritans. "The very meanest 
of them was a being to whose fate a 
mysterious and 
terrible 
importanee 


belonged, on whose slightest action 
the spirits of light and darkness look- 
ed with anxious interest, who hart 
been 
destined, before heaven and 


earth were created, to enjoy a felicity 
which should continue when heaven 
and earth should have passed away." 
Their strength was what it was be- 
cause the Lord their God held their 
right hand and bade them, "Fear not: 
1 will help thee!" 


Wherefore, brethren, I would have 


you seek this mightiest strength that, 
man can 
find. 
There are hours of 


stress and strain, of temptation and 
passion, when we would have God 
hold 
back 
our 
passionate 
hands. 


There are days when this world and 
Its pleasures are costing us too dear. 


and 'when again he must hold our eag- 
er hands In his. There are times of 
doubt and gloom when we wonder if 
he is, ami why he does not show him- 
self to be the God of love, and his 
clasp upon our hand is the only as- 
surance of his presence thut will help 
and save us. There are few of us who 
cannot eall to mind moments in our 
life when the band-grip of on« we love 
has been all the work! to us. It has 
been light out of darkness, peace out 
of pain, and all but life from the dead. 
1 am not thinking of the far-off feeble- 
ness of our happy childhood, though 
some of us will never grow so old that 
we shall forget what it meant to us 
to put our hand in that, ot a big broth- 
er or strong sister or father or moth- 
er, when our little troubles sent all 
our poor world rocking to its founda- 
tions. But every one among us has 
known or will know the hour In which 
this handclasp is. the dearest thing 
that mortality yet holds for us. 


There are times when we have to 


norve ourselves to bear physical pain. 
We brace ourselves 
with readier, 


steadier fortitude 
because of the 


loucli 
of 
this loved 'hand on ours. 


There are times of bodily weakness, 
when lingering sickness has dissipated 
all conventional pride "f manhood 
anrl womanhood, 
anl we aro little 


children again, clinging to the kin- 
tired weakness which is yet. stronger 
than ourselves, and gaining comfort 
from such contact like a child in the 
dark. There arc times when the over- 
taxed nerves give way. when streams 
of emotion too long held back sweep 
In floods over the crushed and tort- 
ured soul, when 
we 
could sob or 


scream—but for these same tender in- 
terlocking fingers and the calm strong 
current of life 
that flows through 


them and from them with peace and 
healing in Its flow. 


Au this, says the prophet, is God to 


you—this and more than this! God, 
who laid the-foundations of the earth 
when the morning stars sang together 
and the sons of God shouted for joy; 
God the Lord, the Creator of the ends 
of the earth: God bends from out the 
deep and grasps your hand in his, 
aud whispers, "Fear not; 1 will help 
thee."

THE CAPTURE OF THE CITY OF JERICHO 


fThc Capture of Jericho. Joshua 0: 8: 20. 
Golden Text: 
"By Faith the 


Walls of Jericho Fell Down, After They Were Compassed About 
Seven Days." Hcb. 11:30. 
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[From tho Christian Herald.] 


The host of Israel must submit to a 


test of loyalty before God woulcl per- 
mit Joshua to lead them forth to sub- 
due the inhabitants of Canaan. Jeri- 
cho was close at hand. It might havo 
been reached in a march of two hours 
or less. The people must keep the 
Passover, which the Lord had said 
they must observe annually in mem- 
ory of the deliverance of their first- 
born ^from the death angel by the 
blood upon the door-posts and the lin- 
tels that night they were brought out 
of Egypt. 
They kept the Passover, 


perhaps, for the first time in forty 
years. And God let them know that 
he took pleasure in their acts of loyal- 
ty by saying that he had now "rolled 
away reproach" from them. Their at- 
titude had become such that God 
could dare to trust them in aa 
enemy's country. 


Futile Resistance. 


In the meantime a wholesome fear 


had been spreading among the Amor- 
ites and Canaanites, because of the 
way in which they had entered tho 
land on a dry path in the midst of Jor- 
dan.

Jericho "hail straitly shut up their 
city" bocHUse of Israel. The gates of 
the city being closed, the wall rouml 
about, " became one continuous for- 
Iresw.'i 
viilently Israel's host \vn* not

Joshua mistook him for a r.fln, an;l 
asked the question, "Art tlion for us 
or for our adversaries?" 
But. when 


the Ixjril declared himself. Josima fell 
on his knees before liim 
anil wor- 


shiped him. And Joshua tool: Off Ills 
shoes, because where the Lord was, 
there was holy ground. 


Then and there Joshua received 


from God the plan for subduing Jeri- 
cho. A procession was to be formed, 
consisting first of the armed host, ut 
Israel; second, a company of seven 
priests, in their priestly garments, 
blowing trumpets of rams' horns; 
third, a. company of priests, bearing 
the Ark of the Covenant; fourth, the 
rearguard, which Included all the men 
of Israel not belonging to previous 
divisions. In dignified silAice this pro- 
cession was to pass around the city 
once a day for six days, and on the 
seventh day they were to pass around 
seven times: and then, at the com- 
mand of Joshua, they were to shout 
aloud. At this, the walls should fall, 
and Joshua and his host, were to go in 
and slay the people with their swords 
and burn everything in the city, sav- 
ing only the gold and silver, which 
was lo be kept for use in God's 
house. 
This plan was fully and suc- 


cessfully carried out. 
The story ot Jericho naturally di- 


vides into three great themes that to- 
gether cover well-nigh the whole Gos- 
pel: 
Sin and judgment; repentance 


and salvation; service. 


A Symphony of Faith. 


Sin and judgment. How was Jeri- 


cho destroyed? 
God used a mighty 


wind to fulfil his word at the Red 
Sea and at the Jordan, and probably 
an eruption in part at Sodom. Per- 
haps it was an earthquake at Jericho. 
It is not impossible that the ram's 
horns struck the key-note of the wall. 
It is well known that bridges and 
buildings are powerfully affected by 
persistent musical vibrations and by 
the rhythmic step of marching hosts; 
who on that account silence their 
bands and break step when crossing a 
bridge. At any rate, the secret of vic- 
tory when we would conquer a soul or 
a city, is in David's note, which Is the 
key-note e-f Jericho: 
"I will sing of 


mercy and judgment." The real ex- 
planation is In. that symphony of faith: 
"By faith, tho walls of Jericho fell 
down." 
Whatever forces God used, 


the victory was one of prayer. 


Surely this is the century of all 


others In which educated men should 
hesitate to deny the power of invisi- 
ble forces, since science Is harness- 
ing in wireless telegraphy and stor- 
age electricity such forces as would 
have been regarded In Joshua's day 
as no less miraculous than prayer It- 
self. Edison, the Nanoleon of electric 
forces, once said: "No person can be 
brought into close contact with the 
mysteries of nat-ire, or make a study 
of chemistry, without being convinced 
that there is behind It all a supreme 
Intelligence." And if there is back of 
nature an intelligence like ours but 
greater, we must reason from our own 
Instincts as fathers and friends, that 
he must be in communication with UH 
over tho roads of prater and provi- 
dence. In tha word* at Brownbutz. 


"\VouId I. in my infinite longing, do all 
for this man. 
And think God alone shall not help him. 


•who yet alone can? 


But why was 
Jericho destroyed? 


That is quite as important as how. It 
is a muc.h needed proof that God will 
punish sin. Jericho was near Sodom 
and Uoraorrah, 
both geographically 


and morally. 
The Canaanites were 


not fit to live (Lev. 
lS:o-25: Deut. 


9:3, 
6.) As God had 'destroyed a cor- 


rupt race by water 
in the days of 


Noah and the corrupt Cities of the 
Plain by fire in the clays of Abraham, 
so in the daj'S of Moses and Joshua 
he destroyed people quite as corrupt 
and corrupting by the swords of his 
people (Num. 25:31: Deut. 9:1U; Josh. 
6:17, 
21.) The reasons and difficulties 


are fundamentally the same in all 
these cases. When we read in later 
chapters of the bible how often and 
IIQW deeply the few Canaanites that 
were spared corrupted God's chosen 
people by their religion of organized, 
lust, it seems clear thai the Israelites 
erred more in mercy than In jusiice. 
The real difficulty is that young chil- 
dren were slain with their parents in 
Hint ;ice of family solidarity, KUC'M as 
still exists in China, where a. whole 
family or clan is iHinianablc for ihu 
offense of one of Its members.

but in- 


cludes justice. It will not. spare a 
wilful sinner, when to do so would 
sacrifice the "greatest, good to the 
greatest number," the maintenance of 
law and purity in the universe. As 
Jonathan^ 
by 
arrows, 
symbolizing 


danger ti j be escaped, lovingly warned 
David to floe from Saul's wrath, so 
the Icing's son. Incarnate Lovr, shoots 
many a warning in the gospel and In 
nature and history, that clearly shows 
us the way of escape from the sins 
that, destroy us .If we. do not allow 
Christ to destroy them. 


As only one family was saved at. 


the time of the flood, so again in this 
day of judgment, for Jericho, only 
one family, that of repentant Rahab, 
was spared. Majority rule is no doubt 
the best we can do in government in 
a wicked world, but it. is not safe to 
follow the majority In conduct and 
character. 
In labor riots and college, 


pranks It is often reasoned that a 
multitude may do wrong safely. But 
not so under the government of God. 
Though hand join In hand till a 
whole city or a 
whole race 
goes 


wrong, judgment will not be averted 
by the popularity of the sin. At Jeri- 
cho, 
Rahab and her household only 


were spared because she took side 
with Israel against her country, when 
her country was wrong. Let those 
take note who fly that private flag of 
the 
devil's making, "My Country 


Right or Wrong." 
There ia no true 


loyalty that is not loyalty to God and 
right. 


Loyalty to God and Right. 


Rahab 
had received the pursued 


spies of Israel and hidden them from 
her townspeople with rushes and lies, 
and later let them down the city wall 
with a rope. That she repented of 
the wickedness of her life* may be in- 
ferred from the fact that after Jeri- 
cho's fall she married 
an Israelite 


named Salmon, and so became one of 
the five women named, in the human 
genealogy of Christ (Matt. 1:5). It is 
most significant that ,three of these, 
Tamar, Rahab and Bathsheba; were 
guilty of the scarlet sin, and yet, no 
doubt, saved by the scarlet thread of 
atonement that binds the bible in one. 
The rope of the British royal navy is 
guaranteed for strength and genuine- 
ness 
by a scarlet' thread 
running 


through It. 
So everywhere from the 


fall of Adam the bible proclaims re- 
demption through the blood of a sub- 
stitute who dies In the sinner's stead, 
that tie promise mar. be fulfilled. 


"Though your sins be as scarlet they 
shall be as white as snow." 


It is to be hoped that the old ques- 


tion. "Is it ever right to lie to save 
life?" that, is strangely debated by 
some as if it were a doubtful proposi- 
tion, will not be allowed much of the 
brief time of this lesson, which should 
result, in the capture of "JIansoul." if 
not of our own city. In a wcrld that 
God maae and that God rules it ran 
never be right to <!o wrong. "Hight 
wrongs no 
man." Abraham 
twice 


thought he was in one of ;.iose cases 
where he might lie to savo his life, but 
in both cases the lie only Increased his 
danger, ami only by the miraculous 
aid of the God whose law lie had dis- 
obeyed did he escape. 
.Manifestly it. 


cannot be better to trust a lie than to 
trust the Lord, and so what was ex- 
cusable In a heathen harlot, because 
of her intended kindness and moral 
blindness, ought not to be seriously 
urged as a rv.Ic of conduct in the twen- 
tieth Christian renttiry. "The limes 
of ignorance God winked at. Init now 
commandoth all men everywhere lo 
repent."
